FIGHTIHG THE MAD MULLAH. 


LONDON', Jane 17.—A cablegram has 


reached the foreign office from the con- 
sal general at Somaliland, baying that 
the "Mad Mullah" expedition 
had 


heavy fighting on May 23th. A column 
of mounted infantry under Capt, Mer- 
riweather struck tbe main supply camp 
of the Mullah and captured five thous- 
and bead of cattle, killed one impor- 
tant chief and captured another, and 
returned again to its base. The main 
force of the British departed from El- 
dad on Jcue second and advanced 
against the Mullah's base. Meanwhile 
the Mullah, with three thousand follow 
era, had attacked Z-mba threo times 
He was finally driven off with the loss of 
five hundred men. The British loss at 
Z-triba was ten killed and nine wound 
ed. Tne Mullah is now cat off from 
his base of supplies aad a decitive ac- 
tion is imminent.

bring barges here from the southern 
ports, loaded with coal. The thoughts 
of these persons were not idle fancies. 


The future towboat will cross the At 


lantic, and will haul iu her wake, at a 
surprising decrease in expense, much of 
the perishable stuff that now goes in tue 
"cold storage" of the giant linera. An 
English capitalist is now in the metro 
polis, en rout* to Jamaica, West Indies, 
to study the 
quettiou of shipping 


bananas from Cuba, Jamaica, Central 
America and other Southern ports, to 
tbe chief cities north of Cape Hatterar, 
in barges towed by powerful American 
tags that will lug their consorts astern 
ut»» speed greater than that of the Nor 
wegian, British and American steamers 
tit present engaged in the trade. 


It is claimed by tugboat men that 


with a proper refrigerator plant on each 
barge, which can be installed at a com- 
paratively small sum, it will be possible 
to ship from the metropolis to London 
or otber English channel ports tbe ma- 
jor portion of the American cattle oar 
causes now used throughout the United 
Kingdom, and this, too, with a great 
saving in the rate of freight and a con 
sequent reduction iu price to shipper 
and consumer, 


The Philadelphia and Reading com 


pany's tug Tamaqua, built for oatside 
towing, is a good exemple of the power 
ful tugs that oomo here. 
She has 1,050 


horse power, ond in one month has 
towed 33,930 tons of coal ovor the out 
sido route between Philadelphia and 
Portsmouth, 
an average round trip 


of eight days, returning thirty barges 
from different points along the coast. 
The Tarnaqna has a sister boat in the 
Oatawissa. 


The average harbor tug costs between 


$20,000 aud $30,000, and is chartered 
for between #30 to $00 per day, but on 
special occasions has gotten BS much as 
8125. She is manned by a captain, two 
attaches for the machinery and three 
bands, ono of whom acts as cook. 
The 


Tamo qua has a crew of fifteen men, 
however, and her captain gets S150 par 
month. The engineer gets $125. 
For 


some time tbe tug boat has been towing 
barges in the southern lumber trade. 
Several of these barges carry as much 
as 2,000,000 feet of lumber between 
Florida and Boston. 


The possibilities of the ocean tug are 


simply innumerable, according to the! 
experts. It is some years since the 
Standard oil company began to ca'rry 
petroleum in bulk iu barges along the 
North Atlantic seaboard to relieve its 
pipe lines, domestic barrel system and 
export trade. It is now stated U.at the 
bulk oil barge will be towod across the 
Atlantic within a year; that flour, grain, 
wheat and other general cargoes will 
go the sane way at a reduction in cost 
for transportation, and that the hourly 
Bpccd of thefo barges will be more than 
ten knots, which is faster than the aver- 
age "tramp." 


That the success of the American tug 


boat is only in its infancy is an accepted 
fact among shipping men. The Amen 
can towboat with her single screw now 
bridges distances of which the English 
tug, 
with her enormous sidewheels, 


never dreams. The Lnokenbachs, the 
Boston Towboat company, the Merritts 
and a number of other American con- 
cerns have repeatedly towed disabled 
ships 2,000 miles at u stretch to a port 
of refuge. 
The bigger the tugboat, the 


less is the proportionate expense for 
operating. 


Such perfection has been reached m 


building tugs and towing appliances 
aud steel towing hawsers that every 
body in tho shipping business believes 
that the coastwise rchooner must go 


The majority of the big tugs ara never 


idle except when tied up to tho pier 
For this reason they are very profitable, 
the Lnckeubach, with hor barges, for 
instance, earning as muoh HS $11,000 
per mouth. A bout like this, burning 
only fifteen tons of coal per day, CMU br 
run fur leas than $100 per day, or $3 . 
000 per mouth.

Xine out of tea people will declare the 
etat of seasickness to be the stomach. If 
one should tell a man who had been 
through the ordeaJ that the seat of the 
trouble is not '!1 the stomach, but in the 
ear, the integrity of his mental processes 
would be seriously questioned. The es- 
victim would probably regard himself as 
a past grand master in all that apper- 
tains to seasickness and would in all 
probability indignantly refuse to listen 
to a learned diasertatioa on the ear as 
having anything to do with seasickness. 
And yet it is true that the ear is the part 
which first kicks up the disturbance 
which n:anifests itself ia the stomach 
convulsions. 


The ear is not only built to hear with, 


but also the apparatus which gives to <ft 
the sense of balance is laid in the ear. 
Before we can know whether we are 
(standing up or lying down we must learn 
it from the ear. 
The apparatus of bal- 


ance is as follows: It is located in the 
temporal bone. This bone forms part of 
the skull wall in the region of the temple, 
and another portion of it, which projects 
at right angles to that part which forms 
part of the skull wall, forms part of the 
floor of- the skull cavity where the brain 
is. The latter portion is known as the 
petrous portion of the temporal bone, 
and in is in this portion that the balance 
machinery lies. In the petrus portion are 
three semicircular canals uniting at their 
base. These canals lie in. three different 
planes, and the man, no matter ia what 
position he may be, is always in one of 
these planes. If he falls, he will fall ia 
one of these planes. 


These canals have a common base and 


are hollow. They are lined on the inside 
ivith a inpnibrane in which the filaments 
of the nerve which controls our balance 
are distributed, or, in other words, the 
nerve which tells us whether we are erect 
or lying clown, whether we are falling, 
etc. 
There is a fluid in these canals 


which only scantily fills them. When we 
are standing erect this fluid lies at the 
common base of the canals and by its 
weight on the nerve filaments, upon which 
the fluid lies, irritates them, and they 
send a nerve impulse to tj|e seat, of origin 
of their nerve in the brain and we are in- 
formed that we are in the erect posture. 


If, however, we change our posture— 


for instance, lie down—the fluid in the 
canals ran into that canal which,is in the 
same plane in which we are lying. Grav 
ity moves the fluid. Here a new set o: 
nerve filaments are agitated by the fluic 
and an impulse is again sent to their sen 
of origin in the brain, and the brain tell 
us that we are lying down. Now, when 
a person is on board a boat, he is pitchec 
about by the various motions of the ves 
sel and instinctively gets up a diffcren 
motion of his own in his attempts t< 
keep his balance. This sets that fluid in 
the semicircular canals splashing arounc 
from one plane to another, or, in othe 
words, from o«e cauaj to another.

a nerve impulse of a conflicting report 
The result, is a strange confusion of nerv 
impulses taking place in that part of th

The Gum. Gatherers. 


Picking spruce gum and selling it to 


chewing gum manufacturers 
is a 


source of income for a great many ineji 
in the Aclirondacks and other northern 
forests—guides aud small farmers- 
while others make it a business the 
year through. The gum appears on the 
tree trunks like drops of wax. 
The 


gatherer, armed with a long pole on the 
end of which are fastened a can 'nnd a 
sharp chisel cuts loose the chunks of 
gum, which fall into the can and are 
transferred to a basket or bag. 
The 


gatherers iu winter will travel on snow- 
shoes 10 or 15 miles through the forest, 
sleeping at night in some old hunter's 
deserted shack. 


There aro three kinds of spruce in the 


Adiroudacks—red, black and white. The 
best gum is gathered from the sapwood 
of the white spruce. The rarest of tho 
gurus is tho "blister," which is translu- 
cent and turns bhie after being cbewcd.

being scraped, 
washed 
aud 


brightened it sells for $1.50 a pound. 
There is a coarser grade, composed of 
blister scrapings mixed with particles 
of bark. 
Placed ou trays of cotton 


cloth in a steam tank, the gum is 
drawn out and yields the producer 50 
cents a pound, forming tho ordinary 
chewing gum of commerce. Some man- 
ufacturers adulterate the guin with 
paraffin,

The attempts to solve its mysteries have 
bt-en attended with almost unparellel- j 
ed heroism, endurance, steadfastness and j 
self sacriiice, for the principal explorers ] 
of the Tsang-Po have bewi animated, not j 
as those who sought the fountain spring] 
of the Nile, by the hope of the world's! 
applause at their success—that was de-j 
nicd them—but for a simple daily wage 
and the consciousness of loyalty to duty. 


Th<> physical history of the Tsang-Po 


is briefly this: It rises in the extreme 
southwestern corner of Tibet close to the 
fcoiirees of the Ganges, the Indus and its 
great affluent, the Sutlej, at a height of 
nearly 15,000 f«-et Receiving the drain- 
age of the slopes oJ the Himalayas and 
of a little known Tibetan range running 
parallel with these mountains, it soon be- 
comes a stream wide and deep enough t* 
be navigable. There is a considerable 
boat traffic upon it at an elevation but 
little below the summit of Mont Blanc. 
It flows due east for a matter of 800 
miles, receiving numerous large tributa- 
ries from both south and north, and 
when nenr Lassa it is at low water 
nearly a third of a mile wide and 20 feet 
deep; in flood two miles wide and of un- 
known depth. 
In longitude 94 degrees 


east it makes a sharp bend to the so"th 
and passes through the Himalayas in a 
course known only to the savages who 
dwell upon its precipitous banks. 


When last seen by an explorer, it is at 


a height of from 8,000 to 11,000 feet, but 
when it emerges in Assam it is only 400 
feet above sea level. From this point it 
pursues its sluggish way for another 800 
miles as the Brahmaputra to the Ganges 
and the bay of Bengal. There has been 
a long controversy, into the details of 
vfhich it is not necessary to enter, as to 
whether the Irnwadi or the Brahmaputra 
is the continuation of the Tsang-Po. 
Though there has been as yet no distinct 
evidence, the last expedient of throwing 
In marked logs in Tibet having failed, 
the general consensus of scientific opinion 
Is in favor of the Brahmaputra, and the 
latest English gazetteer describes it un- 
der this name. 
' 


It is hardly to be expected thnt pure 


science will be much benefited by the lift- 
ing of the veil which hangs over this part 
of the river's course. But there can be 
little doubt that it hides scenes of mag- 
nificent beauty and grandeur which will 
thrill the expectant world and give it 
new and nobler conceptions of the sub- 
limity of nature.—National Geographic 
Magazine.

Compared with Ajmere, aad indeed 


•with many of the cities of India, Jaipur 
is a mere infant, having been in exist- 
ence scarcely 200 years. The absolute 
uniformity of its buildings, both in de- 
sign and material, a lovely rose colored 
sandstone having been used, makes one 
feel as if they must hare been construct- 
ed by the "genii of the lamp" in response 
to the hasty summons of an imperious 
master. And this impression of hurried 
magic is only increased when one finds 
thai the upper stories are more often 
than not merely a decorative shell, with- 
in which is space and nothing more. 


Yet Jaipur is a town of considerable 


modern importance, and its wide streets 
are daily filled with a motley throng of 
native buyers and sellers, with a sprin- 
kling of curiosity stricken tourists. Here, 
pacing softly on his padded feet, may be 
seen a hooded cheetah, submissive in his 
blindness to his leaders. But let the hood 
slip, and "'Ware the tiger!" Here a 
naked, ash covered fakir strides proudly 
through the crowds, his long, matted hair 
hanging down his back, his red lidded 
eyes taking apparent cognizance of no 
one, at his heels one or two disciples of 
either sex. And here, serenely conscious 
of his importance as he swings majes- 
tically from side to side in the wide path 
which every one hastens to clear for him, 
conies one of the maharajah's elephants, 
bearing on his broad forehead the paint- 
ed insignia of his royal master. 


It is in Jaipur that the traveler is first 


subjected to the overpowering temptation 
of Indian brass-work— I use the adjective 
"overpowering" advisedly. 
Here, too, 


he artful "hawker man" dangles before 
the helpless femininity native necklaces 
of nmethyst, garnet, turquoise and amber, 
and if one escapes from this ordeal with 
a single "pie" there is always another to 
undergo when the lovely saris— long cot- 
ion cloths worn by both men and women 
— are brought out to dazzle the eye and 
open the pocketbook. These cloths are 
from five to nine yards long and are dyed 
n Ibe softest and most beautiful colors 
that eastern taste can suggest, and so 
ong as two threads hang together those 
colors seem to endure. 


The process of laundering these saris is, 
ike most processes in this land where 
aking- things easy has been reduced to a 
5ne art, a very simple one. The precepts 
of tbeir native religions, however they 
may differ in other respects, are alike in 
compelling many ablutions. ' So Hindoo, 
Mohammedan, Sikh and Buddhist, when 
about to take a bath, will strip down to 
he loin cloth and give their other gar- 
ment the same treatment given to their 
Dodies, after which they drape it around 
their legs and shoulders, wet or dry, as it 
may be, assured that the kindly sun of 
[ndia will do the rest. 


The ancient city of Amber and Jaipur's 


lorrner capital lies about five miles to the 
east of the present royal residence. It is 
reached by a long avenue lined by a tall 
sedge of cacti, behind which are scat- 
tered venerable tombs, ruined temples 
and deserted villas. The famous palace 
of Amber, second in renown to only one 
other in all this great land of palaces, lies 
on the rocky side of a range of hills, up 
whose rugged slopes climbs the but- 
tressed wall of the old city, and high 
above all stands the guardian fort, its 
ramparts unmanned, its watch towers 
forsaken, its very existence an anomaly, 
where there is nothing left to guard but 
empty walls. 
In a hollow below the 


palace a tiny lake rufHes it bravely in 
the passing breeze; on its bosom the 
creamy lotus blooms, and in its depths 
the palace sees the constant reflection of 
her forsaken charms. "Tis a very Vashti 
among palaces, and the preferred Esther 
at Jaipur is not to be compared to her. 


Without were jutting balconies, with 


screens of cunningly carved alabaster, 
latticed windows behind which dark eyes 
had flashed and soft voices murmured, 
and broad marble steps that had echoed 
to the tread of many a princely warrior, 
Within were rows upon rows of fluted 
columns, miles of marble halls, stately 
pavilions where the "lord of lords" had 
dispensed justice and injustice to his 
waiting vassals and vaulted rooms whose 
ceilings and walls -were curiously inlaid 
with the mirrored and spangled work for 
which Jaipur has long been famous. The 
mirrors used in the decorations are not 
more than nn inch square, and the ef- 
fect of the innumerable reflections as one 
stands in an alcove and moves the hands 
and head is both bewildering and beau- 
tiful. 


Simple prose fails to give any adequate 


idea of the beauty and wealth which the 
oriental potentates lavished and lavish 
bpon tho magnificent buildings which 
they erect today, occupy tomorrow and 
desert in a twelvemonth. They are scat- 
tered from one end of India to the other, 
abandoned to the birds, the bats and the 
tourist. Amber, however, is not entirely 
given over to these three. At the head 
of one flight of steps stands a grimy, 
smoky temple to Kali the Terrible, and 
daily a kid is sacrificed here to propitiate 
or appease this dreadful goddess. 


The morning we were there a little 


"bleating creature was tugging at its rope 
ns if aware of the impending fate, and al- 
tar, floor nod steps were stained with the 
blood of many a previous sacrifice. The 
attendant priests showed us the heavy 
sacrificial knives and offered for a small 
monetary consideration to let us see the 
ceremony. Looking backward, I almost 
wish I had seen it, but at the moment, 
nnd face to face with tho trembling vic- 
tim, which tried to climb into my arms, 
nothing could have induced me to give i1 
the Indifferent sanction of my presence.
